STOCKS  OF  LEAF  TOBACCO  OWNED  BY  DEALERS  AMD  MAMJFAC TUBERS 
Total  Stocks  518  Million  Pounds  Larger  Than  a  Year  Ago  v. 

Stocks  of  all  types  i/of  leaf  tobacco  owned  by  dealers  and  manufacturers  in 
the  United  States  and  Puerto  Rico  totaled  3,S00  million  pounds  (farm-sales- 
weight)  on  January  1,  19*+S  2/.  This  quantity  was  the  largest  January  1 
holdings  on  record. .and  exceeded  tstal  stocks  a  year  ago  by  5I8  million  pounds. 

About  three  fourths  of  the  19^7  crop,  estimated  at  2,l68  million  pounds,  had 
"been  marketed  or  delivered  to  warehouses  "by  January  lj  1,9*48,  During  the 
October-December  period,  around  yko   million  pounds  were  marketed.   Total  stocks 
increased  U66  million  pounds  over  October  1,  19^  7« 

Stocks  of  all  the  southern  types  were  up  sharply  compared  with  January  1,  19^7» 
Flue— cured  holdings  increased  1^-  percent,  fire-cured  U5  percent,  Burley  19  per- 
cent, -Maryland  J>S   percent,  and -dark  air-cured  lh   percent.  For  the  cigar-leaf 
tobaccos,  stocks  of  the. binder  and  wrapper  types  were  larger  than  a  year  ago, 
whereas  holdings  of  the  filler  types  decreased.   Stocks  of  Cuban  leaf  were  down 
about  12  percent  from  the  previous  January  1,  but -holdings  of  foreign-grown 
cigarette  and  smoking  tobacco  (Turkish  and  other)  were  up  27  percent.

Flue— cured,  Burley,  and  Turkish  at  Rec o rd  High  Levels 
Maryland  Up  Sharply  frog  January  1,  19^7 ~ 

Flue-cured  stocks  on  January  1,  19^8,  were  at  the  highest  level  on  record  for 
this  quarter,  totaling  1,973  million  pounds.   This  is  2^3  million  pounds  larger 
than  on  the  same  date  last  year.   The-  large  19^7  crop  and  a  lesser  volume  cf 
exports  accounted  for  much  of  the  increase  in  stocks.  During  the  last  half  of 
19^7 »  flue-cured  exports  were  about  92  million  pounds  lower  than  in  the  same 
period  a  year  earlier.  Around  1,295  million  pounds  of  the  19^7  crop  had  "been 
marketed  over  the  auction  floors  prior  to  January  1,  and  only  a  small  amount 
remained  to  "be  sold  after  this  date. 

Marketing  cf  the  19^7  Burley  crop  "began  in  December,  and  about  295  million  pounds 
had  "been  auctioned  "before  January  1,  which  was  65  million  more  than  had  "been  sold 
through  the  same  period  a  year  ago.   Stocks  were  1,096  million  pounds  compared 
with  921  million  on  January  1,  19^-7  • 

Stocks  of  Maryland  tobacco  were  hh,~J   million  pounds,  which  is  considerably  above; 
the  carryover  of  J>2.,h   million  last  January  1.  Based  on  these  stocks,  disappearanc 
of  Maryland  tobacco  during  the  past  year,  January  1  -  December  31»  ^9^"7»  amounted 
"to  3^"»7  million  pounds.  Exports  accounted  for  6»6  million  pounds,  about  the  same 
as .for  the  previous  year,  and  domestic  disappearance  was  28. 1  million,  an  increase 
of  2.3  million  pounds  over  that  indicated  during  19^-6. 

Foreign-grown  cigarette  and  smoking  tobacco  (Turkish  and  other),  Type  90,;  in 
stocks  on  January  1,  19^-S1,  totaled  122,9  million  pounds  compared  with  109«6 
million  on  October  1,   Stocks  of  this  type  a  year  ago  were  96.6  million  pounds, 

DARK  TOBACCO  STOCKS 

Fire-cured  and  Dark  Air- cured  Holdings  Greater 

Stocks  of  fire— cured  tobacco  as  of  January  1,  19tS,  were  I3I  million  pounds,  an 
increase  of  nearly  hi   million  pounds  from  last  January  1.   Sales  of  Virginia 
fire-cured,  which  started  in  December,  totaled  about  3»^"  million  pounds  and 
represented  the  only  fire-cured  leaf  entering  stocks  during  the  quarterly  period, 
except  for  a  very  small  quantity  of  type  2^.  Markets  for  types  22  and  23  did  not 
open  until  after  January  1,  19^-So   Stocks  of  firs-cured  by  types  were:  Virginia 
21  million  pounds,  Eastern  District  J6   million,  Western  District  3^*3  million 
and  Henderson  Stemming  0.2  million. 


Dark  air— cured  holdings  were  73.6  million  pounds  as  against  69«2  million  on 
January  1,  !9^7«   Close  to  15  million  pounds  of  the  19^7  crop,  estimated  at 
^-1  million,  were  marketed  prior  to  January  1,   The  holdings  by  types  were 
divided  as  follows  :=-0ne  Sucker  ^3»2  million  pounds,  Green  River  31*3   million, 
and  Virginia  sun— cured  3»5  million.

CIGAR  LEAF  STOCKS 

Filler  Stocks  Lover  Compared  with  January  1_,  19^7? 
Holdings  of  Binder  and  Wrapp er  Types  Higher 

Stocks  of  cigar-leaf  on  January  1,  19^8,  were  318,2  million  pounds  (farm-sales— 
weight)  of  domestic  types  including  Puerto  Eican,  and  32.^  million  (unstemmed 
equivalent)  of  foreign-grown  cigar-leaf.   The  corresponding' figures  a  year  ago 
were  303»2  million  and  3&«5  million  pounds  respectively. 

Cigar-filler  stocks  including  Puerto  Eican  were  170,8  million  pounds  compared 
with  ISO, 9  million  on  January  1,  19^7«   Holdings  of  each  filler  type  were  down 
from  a  year  ago.  Pennsylvania  seedleaf  stocks  totaled  82.6  million  pounds,  the 
Ohio  filler  types  22,7  million,  and  Puerto  Eican  65.5  million  of  which  23,^- 
million  were  held  on  the  Island.  Based  on  January  1,  19^8,  stocks,  disappearance 
of  Puerto  Eican  during  the  past  year,  January  1  -  December  31»  19^7»  amounted  to 
28.6  million  pounds  as  compared  with  29.5  ^e   previous  year. 

Binder  stocks  this  January  1  were  I2H.5  million  pounds  compared  with  101.9  million 
12  months  ago.   Of  the  total  holdings,  27,6  million  pounds  were  Connecticut 
Valley  Broadleaf,  2^,5  million  Connecticut  Valley  Havana  Seed,  2.5  million 
New  York  and  Pennsylvania  Havana  Seed,  35»^"  million  of  Southern  Wisconsin,  3^"»2 
million  of  Northern  Wisconsin,  and  0.2  million  of  Georgia  and  Florida  "binder. 
The  bulk  of  the  19H7  crop  of  Type  52  and  part  of  the  Type  51  crop  entered  stocks 
during  this  quarterly  period. 

Shade-grown  wrapper  stocks  totaled  22.9  million  pounds,  an  increase  of  2*5  million 
compared  with  January  1,  19^7  •  The  shade-grown  holdings  consisted  of  l6.9  million 
of  Connecticut  shads  and  6  million  of  Georgia  and  Florida  shade. 

Foreign-grown  cigar-leaf  stocks  on  January  1,  19^+8,  consisted  of  30.7  million 
pounds  of  Cuba  (Havana)  leaf,  0,8  million  of  Sumatra  and  Java,  0.9  million  of 
Philippine  Islands  (Manila),  and-  0.1  of  Other  Foreign-grown  cigar-leaf.
